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SCHOLARSHIPS & EXHIBITIONS. 


The holder of any Scholarship or Exhibition is ineligible for 
fature competitions for that particular.Scholarship or Exhibition. 

There are sixty-seven Scholarshipsand Exhibitionsin active operation 
at present. ‘They are obtainable by competition only, and, except where 
the contrary is stated, both Students and Non-students are eligible. As 
a rule, they are tenable for three years; but the conditions of 
competition and tenure vary in accordance with the wishes of the 
respective founders. Full particulars and entry forms are obtainable on 
application to the Secretary about ten weeks prior to the respective 
dates of the competitions. Тһе holder of any R.A.M. or Associated 
board Scholarship or Exhibition is, during its tenure, ineligible to hold 
any other Scholarship or Exhibition.

Six Exhibitions, founded in 1897 in commemoration of the 
Diamond Jubilee of Her late Most Gracious Majesty Queen Victoria, 
are offered by the Associated Board of the Royal Academy of Music 
and the Royal College of Music, and are competed for annually by 
Candidates who have passed with Honours the Local Centre Examina- 
tions of the Associated Board.

Each Candidate is required to pay a fee of One Guinea on entering 
her name. 

The next competition will be for Contralto Vocalists, and will be 
held in September, 1928.

The Scholarship is awarded by competition to Vocalists born in the 
United States of America or in the United Kingdom of Great Britain, 
not being or ever having been Students of the Royal Academy of Music, 
and between the ages of seventeen and twenty-two years, under the rules 
and regulations of the Academy.

benry Smart Scholarship. 
Founded by subscription, 1880, in memory of 
HENRY Smarr ( 1813—1879), 
Composer and Organist. 

This is open for competition triennially in September by Male and 
Female Candidates, at alternate elections, who must be British-born 
subjects, under twenty years of age, and must produce certificates 
of birth. 

The Scholarship amounts to about £21 a year, which sum 
13 appropriated towards the cost of three years’ instruction in the 
Academy. In awarding this Scholarship special regard will be had to 
promise of excellence in Organ-playing and Musical Composition.

The successful Candidate will be entitled to three years! free musical 
education at the Royal Academy of Music, subject to determination at 
any time if the Scholar fail to make satisfactory progress with his or her 
studies, or to observe the regulations imposed by the Committee of 
Management. 

In case of exceptional talent or promise, the period of tenure may 
be extended by one year. The Trustees are empowered to hand over 
to the holder of the Scholarship, or otherwise deal with at their dis- 
cretion, any balance of revenue that may remain in their hands. 

The next competition will be held at Michaelmas, 1927, unless 
extended.

Che Alexander Roller Memorial Prize. 
Founded 1908, by Mrs. Emmy ROLLER, in memory of her Husband. 
A Prize of Five Guineas will be awarded annually in July by the 
Principal to that Student, Male or Female, who shall in his opinion 
have shown distinguished merit during the current Academic year 
as a Pianist, and especially in the rendering of Compositions by Ludwig 
van Beethoven. 


Rutson Memorial Prizes. 
The bequest of the late Jonn Rutson, Esq., in memory of his Brother, 
the late ALBERT OsLirr RUTSON. 
A Prize of Eight Guineas will be awarded annually in November to 


Sopranos and Contraltos, in alternate years, who have been studying 
in the Academy during at least nine consecutive Terms, including the 
current Term, and have throughout made singing their principal study. 
The Prize has been instituted for the especial encouragement of clear 
enunciation of words and steadiness of intonation in singing. The 
piece or pieces chosen for the Competition will be announced at least 
two months before the date thereof. "Тһе Examiners on each occasion will 
have power to withhold the Prize in the event of their being of opinion 
that no Candidate has attained a sufficiently high standard. | 

A Prize of like amount will be awarded on the same conditions to 
Tenors and Basses (including Baritones), in alternate years. 


Sainton-Dolby Prize. 

A Prize of Five Guineas will be competed for in November by 
Contraltos and Sopranos, in alternate years, who must have been 
studying in the Academy throughout the last three consecutive Terms, 
and will be awarded to the Candidate displaying the best voice in 
conjunction with musical aptitude. The holder of the Sainton-Dolby 
Scholarship is ineligible to compete for the Prize. 


Clizabetb, John & Walter Stokes Prizes and 
Bursaries, 


Founded by Doctor WALTER STOKES. 
About twenty Prizes and Bursaries of the value of from £9 9s. to 
£15 15s. each will be awarded annually in assistance of such Students 
of the Academy as the Committee of Management may determine, 


Swansea Eisteddfod Prize. 


Founded out of the surplus funds of the National Eisteddfod, 1891. 

This Prize is of the value of about £5, and is competed for in July. 
It is open to all voices in rotation, and is to be awarded to that Candidate 
who may be judged to display the best voice in conjunction with musical 
aptitude in singing a piece selected by the Committee of Management, 
and announced two months before the date of the competition. Candi- 
dates must be natives of Wales or the children of Welsh parents, and 
must have been studying at the Royal Academy of Music throughout 
the current Academic year. The Committee have power to withhold 
the Prize in the event of there not being at least three Candidates, or if 
in the opinion of the Adjudicators no Candidate evinces sufficient talent 
to be worthy of it. 

The several voices will compete in the following order, viz., Soprano 
and Mezzo-Soprano ; Tenor; Contralto ; Baritone and Bass.

A Prize of Five Guineas will be offered for competition annually 
in the Lent Term, and will be open to all Students who have taken 
Violoncello as principal study since the beginning of the current

The Gift of ALFRED J. WALEY, Esq. 


A Prize of Five Guineas will be offered for competition annually 
in the Midsummer Term and will be open to Violinists who have been 
students in the R.A.M. since the preceding September. The prize 
will be awarded for the best performance of a piece selected by the 
Committee. 


Che Fred Walker Prize. 


Given by Mrs. Fred. Walker in memory of her husband, Professor 
at the R.A.M., 1877—1913. 

A prize of Five Guineas will be competed for annually in the 
Michaelmas Term by Students who have already obtained the Silver 
Medal of the Academy for singing. For all voices in rotation, Tenors 
and Baritones being combined. The test to be the best rendering of a 
Recit. & Air, chosen by the Committee of Management from Oratorio 
music and announced two months before the date of the competition. 


Charlotte Walters Prizes. 


For Dramatic Elocution. 
Founded 1897 by Miss C. WALTERS, Ex-Student and Sub-Professor. 
These Prizes are of the value of Five Guineas each, and are awarded 
annually in July by the Board of Examiners in Elocution to those two 
Students, Male and Female, who pass the best examination in one of the 
three highest divisions. 


Frederick Westlake Memorial Prize. 
Founded by Subscription, 1900, 
In memory of FREDERICK WESTLAKE (1840—1898), Student, Professor, 
and Member of Committee of Management. 

A Prize of the present annual value of Eight Guineas will be com- 
peted for annually by Male and Female Students in alternate years, under 
conditions to be determined on from time to time by the Committee of 
Management. The Prize is open to all Students of the Academy who have 
made Pianoforte Playing their principal study for nine consecutive Terms, 
including the Term in which the Competition takes place.
